_FRANCE’S CHOICE 
“Nobody ‘has ány reason to be 
surprised. by the. result of the 
French elections: As was sug- 
gested clearly by the voting in 


the municipal and cantonal elec- 


tions earlier. in the year, there 
has been 4 definite swing towards 


the Left, Doubtless, the lánd- | 


slide towards Labour in Great 
Britain had its effect on the 
French electorate; .but, apart 
altogether from outside  in- 
fluences, public opinion in 
France, as in almost every other 
European country, has been 
moving steadily away from the 
old. régime ‘towards a more 
liberal . and progressive 
For the first time in French 
history women voted at a general 
election. They. were encouraged 
by the Pope to exercise the fran- 
chise, on the general ground that 
their sex was destined to play an 
important, possibly even a 


‘decisive, part in the ordering of 


the new world, and there was a 
record poll of 85 per cent. of the 
total electorate, far - exceeding 
anything that ever had been 
known before. Out of a total of 
more than 580 seats, however, 
only 31 were allotted to women, 
of whom no fewer than 14 were 
Communists. Evidently — the 


women of France; in common. 


with their sisters in most other 
parts of the world, prefer to 
abandon politics to the men-folk. 
The ‘results of .the polling were 
extraordinarily interesting. For 
most practical purposes, the 
parties of the Right have beeh 
wiped out of existence. The 
Right Wing groups secured only 
40 seats—an almost negligible 
number; the Independents won a 
like number, while the once 
powerful Radical-Socialists were 
returned with a mere 19 repre- 
sentatives. The disappearance of 
this party —with the incidental 
defeat of M. ° Daladier, the 


‘Premier of the Munich period— 


is a reflex of France’s opinion 
of the men who governed the 
country when Germany decided 
to invade. Three big parties 
emerge in almost equal strength 
from the elections. The Com- 
munists, with 157, are the biggest; 
but they are followed closely by 
the Mouvement Républicain 
Populaire, a Catholic group, 
headed by M. Bidault, General 
de Gdulle’s Foreign Minister, 
with 142; and by the official 
Socialists, with 139 seats. Accord- 
ing to the provisional figures, the 
Communists obtained. 26.7 per 
cent., the Catholics 24.4 per cent., 
and the Socialists 23.8 per cent. 
of the total votes. .- The so-called 
“M.R.P.” is a new party. It is 
Catholic, but it also is progres- 
sive, and cannot be described by 


any. manner ..of. means .as. .2. 


clerical party. It is definitely 
“leftish ” in its outlook, and in- 
cludes some of the most level- 
headed men and women. in 
France. For example, one of its 


Jeaders is M. Maurice Schumann, 


who acted as General de Gaulle’s 
principal broadcaster in the 
B.B.C.’s team during the war. As 
happened so often in pre-war 
France, the elections have given 
no single party a majority, or 
anything like a majority. What 
they undoubtedly have done is 
to give an overwhelming vote of 
confidence to General Charles de 


-Gaulle.. 


The- elections in France ‘were 
complicated by the inclusion of 
a double referendum. The 
voters were required to state 
whether or not they were in 
favour of a wuew Assembly, 
which would have as its primary 
task the working out of a new 
Constitution—and, if so, whether 
or not its powers should be re- 
stricted in order to give the 
General a chance to carry on 
in the meantime. To both ques- 
tions the electorate has given a 
very definite assent. The majority 


in each case was overwhelming; 


and General de Gaulle has been 
given what amounts almost to 
carté blanche. The old Constitu- 
tion of 187§—the basis of the 
Third Republic—has gone for 
ever. ‘The new Assembly now 
will draft a fresh Constitution, 
upon which the foundations of 
the Fourth Republic will be laid. 
Meanwhile, the government of 
the country must go on. Between 
the two wars, when the Radical- 
Socialists were by far the most 
powerful influence in France, 
there always was a multiplicity 


of parties, ‘with’ the: result: that

Abas reconstruction in : Nectaane 
Ireland, which caused so much 
controversy a year ago, has been 
brought into the limelight again 
by Dr. Gregg, Primate of All 
Ireland. “Speaking atí Armagh 
yesterday, the Primate expressed 
his disagreement: with the pro- 
posal that children should be 
transferred at the age of 11 years 
from the primary to the secon- 
dary school. He struck, in other 
words, at the very foundation of 
the report; for the adoption of 
this “educational axiom,” as it 
has been called in England, that 
children should move to a 
different school at the age of 11, 
is the basic principle on which 
the recommendations of the 
White Paper aré based. The 
Government of Northern Ireland 
believes that the education of 
children from 4 to 14 in the same 
school is unfair to those in the 
senior classes, especially when, 
as in many schools in the six 
counties, only. one or . two 
teachers are available for the 
whole school. The age of 1! 
has been found the most suitable 


for the transfer, since it leaves 


time for a fully-developed. four- 
year course at the secondary 
school before the leaving age of 
15 is reached. Dr. Gregg surely is 
right to insist that it is unsound 
that the transfer should depend 
altogether -on age, and that 
capacity and progress ought to be 
the real tests. That principle, 
however, is .recognised in the 
White Paper itself, which states 
clearly that “transfer from 
primary to secondary will not 
take place /Tigidly at that age 
irrespective of the individual 
child’s progress: through the 
primary school.” On the other 
hand, it is clear that the age- 
limit, ought not to be ignored 
completely, lest backward 
children should be depressed by 
being kept too long among their 
juniors. The real problem of 
the change, in Northern Ireland, 
is administrative. If the present 
elementary school pupils are 
divided between primary and 
secondary ‘schools, it is fairly 
obvious’ that, in country districts, 
many children will have a longer* 
journey every morning -to reach 
the appropriate—which may not 
be the nearést—school. Natur- 
ally, it is impossible to overcome 
this difficulty by building many 
more schools, since the accom- 
modation must bear a reasonable 
relation to the school population 
in each district. A comprehen- 
sive scheme of free transport for 


‘pupils living more than a certain 


distance from school is the most 
satisfactory solution. Granted 
this reform,. the Churches ought 
not to obstruct the change.

SYCAMORE TREES 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

SIR.— In reply to Lady Langrishe, 
the Palestine tree, called sycamore, 
or sycamine in the Old and’ New 
Testaments, is a wild fig, and no 
relation to our sycamore (Acer 
Pseudo-Platanus). Pictures I saw 
of- the Palestine sycamore look 
exactly like our sycamore, which 
may have caused one to be named 
after the other The Palestine 
sycamore grows ofily in the warm 
lowlands of that country and could 
not be naturalised heré. 

Our sycamore is a splendid tree 
to plant in very exposed situations 
to shelter rune plantations: is of 
quick growth when young, but slow 
after the first twenty years or so, 
and lives, I believe, 
age. It seldom rivals in girth the 
beech, ash, oak, elm, some varieties 
of poplar, horse-chestnut, spanish 
chestnut. There was. perhaps 
still is, a walnut at Newpark, ‘near 
Athlone, larger than any sycamore 
I have seen. The wonderful mea- 
surements of trees we hear of are 
often taken round the butt where 
the roots bulge over the ground, 
or where the trees divide into 
branches, which may be more than 


‘double the honest timber measure- 


ment.—Y ours, etc.,

£70,000 FOR CANINE 
RESEARCH 


‘Members of the Wational Grey- 
hound Racing Society, at a meeting in 
London yesterday, instructed the 
council to take steps to establish a 
research centre for the et of ill- 
nesses and ailments to which racing 
greyhounds are susceptible, The 
initial sum to be-found by the members 
of the society for the establishment of 
the centre is £70,000. The proposal 
was introduced by Mr. H. Garland 
Wells, vice-president of the society, 
who stated that a big bugbear to all 
owners of dogs was distemper.

Why Britain Gave Eire 
More Tea | 


Sir ‘Waldron Smithers (Con.. 
een asked the Minister of 

Food. in the House of Commons 
yesterday, why he has raised the 
tea ration to Eire. 

Sir Ben Smith, in a written reply, 
said: During the greater part of the 
war Eire’s tea supplies were limited 
to 25 per cent. of its pre-war con- 
sumption: In view of the slightly 
bétter stock position now prevailing, 
and the comparatively small quanti- 
ties involved, it has been possible 
to raise the allocation without detri- 
‘ment to home supplies or the needs 


of other tea-drinking countries. 


He said that an airport at Boston. i 


was being extended at a" cost of 
15 million dollars, which would be 
the nearest American port to 
Rineanna. By using these two ports 
the America-Europe trip would be 
cut by 200 miles. 


DOUBLE-DECKERS 

Mr. J. M. Eaton said that the 
company’s name was being changed 
to American Aijrlines Overseas. 
They would put Lockheed Constel- 
lations on the route in about 24 
years. 
These would be double-decked 
planes capable of carrying 125- 
150 passengers, “according to 
whether we sleep them or not.” 
“We have. been flying to Ireland 
for three years and four months,” 
he said. “Ireland treated us very 
fairly throughout the war, and now 
that we are swinging to land planes 
We are again getting every courtesy 
and assistance.’
